Readjustment of Duties of 
Water Commissioner to Be 
Taken Up by Coimn^ge 

There was a lengthy discussion last 
evening at the .meeting of the city 
round! on the prnp san l that n by-law 
should be drawn up to appoIntCIty Kn- 
glnscr Rust as water commissioner In 
place of J. I f .„ Rsymur, and although 
the proposal went through l*y a *«a- 
portty vote, there Is likely to be • divis¬ 
ion of opinion whether the work should 
, be added to the burden the city engineer 
I lx earn ing, or the whole responsibility 
should be given to a waterworks en¬ 


gineer. On the understanding that the 
■Mibjfct should be referred to a com¬ 
mittee for a thorough Inquiry, the res- 
olutlorfwraa accepted by seven votes to 
three, and Alderman Cuthbert. the 
father the motion, gave notice that 
St the next meeting he would move for 
a committee. 

The most significant remarks made) 
in the discussion came from the water 
commissioner himself. Mr. Kayrmir In¬ 
dicated that whatever the council de- 
rtttert; The l e gi s l a t u re had-made the-of¬ 
fice of wafer commissioner Independent 
of the council, and no division of the 
office* could be made. Whoever took 
[it must have everything, engineering, 
collecting, and accounting: then- could 
be no separation when tho change was 
made. He was hourtlly sick of the of¬ 
fice, and would b* glad of s change. 
Until Mr. Bust tame, then- had been 
no *city engineer to whom he could go 
for technical advlca on matters of im¬ 
provement. The office was one of end¬ 
less criticism and complaint, ami 
tPlough the your* there was only one 
man who. had helped him. Mr. l'rwco, 
without whom conditions would be far 
worse titan they are to-day In supply¬ 
ing the city with water. 

Mayor Beckwith appealed at the out¬ 
set for the resolution not fo he pushed, 
as It w«*uld Involve eon Hid ora hie change 
In fhe office of water commissioner, and 
Mr. Meredith would be up here in a 
few days, when the subject could be 
better discussed. 

Alderman Cuthbert said there would 
he plenty of time lo go Into the matter 
while*the by-law was being prepared. 

Alderman Porter was against a 
change at the present time. while the 
arbitration and other proceeding* wore 
in progress over the $*«>(* waterworks, 
nnd he believed thal Mr Rust already 
I had more than one mah oouM handle at 
present. No man could replace Mr. 


Itaytmir at the present time, ss he had 
all I he information at his finger*' end. 
He believed the West hoi me Company 
looked upon the move ss a step In the 
right dkwcUsn, (Laughter > He did 
not suggest that waa Alderman Outfro 
b« id's reason, but such was the result, 
and they all know the arrangements 
with the Westhatlhe over the contract 
had not been the best. 

Alderman Cuthbert denied that the 
wishes of the West hoi me Company 
weighed with- Mm. It was lluw th* . 
council relieved Mr Uavmnr of the 
harsh criticism to which he wa* sub¬ 
ject. He should be In n position to 
control the department absolutely. 

Alderman Hrnnber said the remedy 
lay In the appointment of a water¬ 
works engineer. Just ns the remedy for 
the sewers trouble was an expert. 
Then* was no person In the list of offi¬ 
cial* who would accept responsibility 
for anything. 

Alderman Gleason boro tribute lo Mr 
Kaynipr's work, and said Mr. Prases 
wA* probably better posted In his own 
department than any other man. While 
he had differed with Mr ftaymur at 
times he recognised the merits of his 
administration. 

City Solicitor Robertson did riot see 
that a change in the uJtke of commis¬ 
sioner would affect the contract with 
the West holme ‘Company, which waa 
entered Into on l*ehnlf of the • mined 
by the commissioner slid would be 
binding on his successor In office.
